Also the doctrine of baptizing chil- 
dren, or sprinkling them, or they must 
welter in hell, is a doctrine not true, 
not supported in holy writ, and is not 
consistent with the character of God. 
All children are redeemed by the 
blood of Jesus Christ, and the moment 
that children leave this world, they 
are taken to the bosum of Abraham. 
The only difference between the old 
and young dying is, one lives longer 
in heaven and eternal light and glory 
than the other, and is freed a little 
sooner from this miseruble wicked 
world. Notwithstanding all this glory 
we for a moment lose sight of it, and 
mourn the loss, but we do not mourn 
as those without hope. . 

My intention was to have spoken 
on the subject of baptism, but having 
a case of death before us, I thought 
proper to refer to that subject. I will 
now, however, say a few words upon 
baptism, as I intended. ä 

God has made certain decrees 
which are fixed and immovable ; for 
instance, —God set the sun, the moon, 
and the stars in the heavens, and gave 
them their laws, conditions and 
bounds, which they cannot pass, ex- 
cept by His commandments; they 
all move in perfect harmony in their 
sphere and order, and are as lights, 
wonders, and signs unto us. The sea 
also Bas its bounds which it cannot 
pass. God has set many signs on the 
earth, as well as in the heavens ; for 
instance, the oak of the forest, the 
fruit of the tree, the herb of the field 
—all bear a sign that seed hath been 
planted there; for it is a decree of 
the Lord that every t plant, and 
herb bearing seed should bring forth 
of its kind, and cannot come forth 
after any other law or principle. 
Upon the same principle do I contend 
that baptism is a sign ordained of 
God, for the believer in Christ to 
take upon himself, in order to enter 
into the kingdom of God, for ex- 
cept ye are born of water and of the 

ye cannot enter the kingdom of 

” said the Savior. It is a sign 

and a commandment which God has 
set for man to enter into His king- 
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dom. Those who seek to enter in any 
other way will seek in vain ; for 
will not receive them, neither will 
the angels acknowledge their works 
as accepted, for they have not obeyed 
ordinan nor attended to the 
signs which ordained for the 
salvation of man, to prepare him for, 
and ey on a title to a celestial glory; 
and has decreed that all who 
not obey His voice shall not esca 
the damnation of hell. What is the 
damnation of hell? To go with that 
society who have not obeyed His 
commands. 

Baptism is a sign to God, to an ols 
and to heaven that we do the will o 
God ; and there is no other way be- 
neath the heaven whereby God hath 
ordained for man to come to Him to 
be saved, and enter into the kingdom 
of God, except faith in Jesus Christ, 
repentance, and baptism for the 
remission of sins, and any other 
course is in vain ; then you have the 
promise of the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

What is the sign of the healing of 
the sick? The laying on of hands is 
the sign or way marked out by James, 
and the custom of the ancient Saints 
as ordered by the Lord, and we cannot 
obtain the blessing pursuing any 
other course except the way marked 
out by the Lord. What if we should 
attempt to get the gift of the Holy 
Ghost through any other means except 
the signs or way which God ha 
appointed — should we obtain it? 

rtainly not; all other means would 
fail The Lord says do so and so, and 
I will bless you. : 

There are certain key words and 
_ — belonging to the Priesthood 
which must be observed in order to 
obtain the blessing. The sign of Peter 
was to repent and be baptized for the 
remission of sins, with the promise 
of the gift of the Holy Ghost; and 
in no other way is the gift of the Holy 
Ghost obtained. | | 


There is a difference between the 
Holy Ghost and the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. Cornélius received the 
Ghost before he was baptized, which 
was the convincing power of God 
unto him of the truth of the 
but he could not receive the gift 
the Holy Ghost until after he was 
baptized. Had he not taken this sign 
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or ordinance upon him, the Holy 
‘Ghost which convinced him of the 
truth of God, would have left him. 
‘Until he obeyed these ordinances and 
‘received the gift of the Holy Ghost by 
the laying on of hands, according to 
the order of God, he could not have 
‘healed the sick or commanded an evil 
irit to come out of a man, and 
y him ; for the spirits might say 
‘unto him, as they did to the sons of 
Sceva: “Paul we know, and Jesus 
we know, but who are ye?” It 
mattereth not whether we live long or 
short on the earth after we come to 
the knowledge of these 4

THE RELIGION OF THE HINDOOS.

The Christian world truly look upon 
the Hindoos as heathens, notwith- 
standing they are nearly as far in the 
dark in relation to the things of God 
and the plan of salvation as are the 
natives of India. 

In studying the religious ideas of 
the heuthen nations, one becomes 
satisfied that they received their 
theologicai information from one 
common source and 8 lost 
the spirit of revelation, and ever since 
have been groping their way in the 
dark. However, they are to some 
extent like the Christian nations-- 


they have clung to a few alloyed glim- | da 


merings of gospel truths as enunciated 
by the inspired fathers. 

In viewing the character of God, 
the Hindoo authors in their annota- 
tions on this subject do not vary much 
from the notions entertained by the 
Christian world. They are like all 
others who are ignorant of the true 
character of the God of Israel, they 
have drawn heavily

Brahma. The following are a few of

experimental sacrifice. The opening question, as to the duration of life in a 
human body subsequent to the process of beheading, we are not prepared to 
answer with any degree of scientific exactness, but we are firmly of the 
opinion, based upon human reason as well as human history, that it would 
live just about as long as did the ancient Christian Church, or “body of 
Christ,” after it had lost its apostolic and prophetical heads, and was per- 
manently divested of those miraculous gifts, “signs” and graces which are 
the inevitable concomitants of the genuine Gospel, and, according to the 
sacred promise of the Savior, invariably “follow them that believe.” 

The Apostle Paul, in the twelfth chapter of his first epistle to the Corinth- 
ions, compares the primitive Christian Church to the perfect body of a man; 
an organization having many.members, all of them essential to the com- 
pleteness and consummate operation of the system, and not one of them 
authorized, but rather forbidden, to say unto the others: “I have no need of 
thee.” Without Apostles, without Prophets, without a thoroughly o 
divinely inspired Priesthood—the delegated authority of God, and the only 
perfect and permanent channel of communication between the heavens and 
the earth—-the Church would be as imperfect, lifeless and incapable of action 
as the body of a man without its head, as the mortal tabernacle after the 
spirit has ‘departed.

#6 was so in ancient days, in the troublous times which witnessed the utter 
eaténrtion of everything genuine and effectual in the faith once delivered to 
the’ Saints,” in the second or third century of the Christian era. When 
pagan intolerance and barbarian mobocracy had persecuted and put to death 
the inspired preachers and administrators of the Gospel; when wolves in 
shesps’ clothing had crept into the fold, killed off the shepherds and 
sonttered the flocks; when apostacy with its poisoned fangs had fastened 
upon the vitals of the pure and primitive faith; when Christianity had 
become paganized and perverted, and its degenerate, God-abandoned priests 
and professors, in fulfillment of Isaiah’s prophecy, had “ transgressed’ the 
laws} changed the ordinances and broken the everlasting covenant ;’—then it 
vn that the heavens withdrew themselves, the Spirit of the Lord was 
grieved and took its upward flight, the gifts and graces of the Gospel ceased, 
the oracles of eternity were closed, the skies became as brass above the head 
and the earth as iron under the feet of lifeless, leaden-hearted Christendom, 
anil the Everlasting Priesthood, the spiritual Church of Christ—its temporal 
eounterpart haying been destroyed—was taken up and received into the 
heavens that the opening gates of hell” might not prevail against it; there 
torremain in the bosom of eternity, till they who sought its life were dead, 
iba more righteous generation should appear, till the times of refreshing 
should come from the presence of the Lord, till the dispensation of the fulness 
Uctimes, the restoration of the latter days, when in fulfillment of the pro- 
eg on Patmos, “another angel” should “ fly in the midst of heaven, having 
the Everlasting Gospel to preach unto them that’ dwell on the earth, and to 
nation and kindred and tongue and people, saying with a loud voice 
Fear God and give glory to him, for the hour of his judgment is come !” 


. What is now called the Christian Church—if we may with propriety speak 
of the heterogeneous medley in the singular number—is no more like the 
Church organization of the New Testament than a dead Hamlet to a living 
Hercules. It isno more nor less than a galvanized corpse, a mutilated mum- 
my, shorn of its best and choicest members, barren of all spirit, power and 
authority, but bolstered up and borne down the ages upon the shoulders of 
grafty priests and conspiring kings, who have not only “worshipped the 
beast” themselves, but have set up the decrepit, idolatrous image for the 
adoration of the world, and with more arrogance, despotism and cruelty than 
ever characterized a Nebuchadnezzar or a Nero, have compelled millions to 
bow down and worship it on peril of their liberties and lives, and extermi- 
mated, tortured and trampled upon millions of others who would not yield 
homage to the monster with “seven heads and ten horns,” and bravely went 
to their death denying the validity of his blasphemous claims and assump- 
It would really seem a marvel and a mystery, did we not remember that 
“darkness covers the earth and gross darkness the minds of the people, how 
ap baseless a fabrication as the doctrine of “no longer necessary,” in relation 
to the Priesthood of God and the spiritual gifts of the Gospel, could have 
prevailed and succeeded in duping and deceiving so many millions of Bible 
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readers for so many hundreds of years, when the fallacy and inconsistency of 
such a claim is so easily made manifest by contrasting the plain and precious 
teachings of the Savicr and his Apostles—which all Christians recognize as 
the foundation of their faith—with the mysterious, unintelligible, unexplain- 
able, strife-promoting creeds and dogmas of the popular churches of Christen- 
dom. The Apostle Paul, in the chapter above mentioned, describing the 
Priesthood and its powers as they then existed, says: “God hath set some 
in the Church, first apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, governments, diversities of tongues,” 
and also, in the fourth chapter of Ephesians, declares that He gave apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors and teachers, “for the perfecting of the Sainta, 
for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ, till we 
all come in the unity of the faith and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ: 
that we be no more children, tossed to and fro by every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of men and cunning craftiness whereby they lie in wait to deceive.” 
Now if Christianity, which was originally built upon the foundation of the 
Apostles and Prophets,” had paid proper attention to this sound and sensible 
advice, retained its inspired Priesthood with all the miraculous powers and 
properties thereto appertaining, and faithfully employed them for the pur- 
poses for which they were given, it would not now be in the weak and 
pitiable condition that we find it at the present time. It might long, lon; 
ago have been perfected and brought to that blessed “unity of the faith; 
about which it preaches, prays and professes so much, but in reality can only 
pretend to possess, had it not chosen to practice in direct contravention to 


its principles, heaping to itself teachers” who like their disciples “ will not 
—— sound doctrine,’ but turn away their “itching ears” from the truth 
unto fables, “giving heed to seducing spirits and doctrines of devils, speak- 


ing lies in ypocrisy having their conscience seared with a hot iron, for- 
* God, the Fountain of livin waters,” “and — themselves out 
cisterns, broken cisterns that can hold no water, and by differing, dis- 
puting, dividing and sub-dividing amo 2 hindering and render- 
ing next to impossible the most distant fulfillment of the very consummation 
which they devoutly pretend to hope for and rly anticipate.
